President’s Decision To Accept Money 


For Writing Newspaper Articles M a y ^ 


Be Legal But Not Too Idealistic 
™

U 
;ABBINGTON, Feb. 25— President Roosevelt’s de­ 
cision to accept money personally for writing 
for tho newspapers ha* stirred up more discussion 
ber# about the proprietie* of the presidential office 
than anything in recent years. 


Mr. Roosevelt has every legal right to become a 
columnist or to sell his literary work to the news­ 
papers. He has heretofore written books which have 
been sold to the public and there Is no essential 
difference between the two channels so far as the 
sale of one s literary output is concerned. 


Heretofore, presidents 
usually 
have 
waited 
till 
they left office before writing for newspaper* or 
magazines on a professional 
basis, and opinions 
have differed even among former president* about 
it. Woodrow Wilson, for example, wrote only one 
brief magazine article after he left office and re­ 
fused 
to 
become a syndicated 
colum nist 
Calvin 
Coolidge, on the other hand, sold his comments 
through a newspaper syndicate. Herbert Hoover, our 
only living former president, bas some rather high 
jdeals about the presidential office and its associa­ 
tions even with a form er president. Several month* 
ago, a newspaper syndicate wrote to him with an 
idea of offering a lucrative contract. He replied aa 
follows; 


“I have long had the feeling that the task of tbs 
columnist should be left to professional writers who 
must earn their living thereby. They do it effec­ 
tively and it seems to me It Is hardly fair c o ra p e tl-^ a 
Hon for people like myself. If we have anything t o ^ P 
say that is of value, we can usually reach the coun­ 
try through the new* columns In general without 
trespassing on the profession of others.” 


f^ O R M E R President Theodore Roosevelt became a 
* 
contributing editor to a weekly magazine as well 
as a syndicated columnist after leaving tbe White 
House, but it Is not believed that there is another 
case on record of a president of the United States 
engaging while In office in any money-making activi­ 
ties directly related to hts office as chief executive. 
Certainly, there is nothing illegal about it, and 
the question of what is ethical or proper is a matter 
of opinion varying with observers. The idea Itself of 
a president writing for newspapers on what goes on 
behind the scenes is not wrong. Mr. Roosevelt bas 
every justification 
for selecting any 
business or 
profession be likes— lf, indeed, one grants tbe Idea 
that it is right for a president to make money In 
ways 
that 
are 
related 
to 
the 
office which 
he 
occupies. 


Members of congress frequently accept money for 
lecturing and for the -writing of magazine articles, 
so there can hardly be any criticism on the theory 
that Mr. Roosevelt is an elected officer and should 
give his whole time to the job for which he draws a 
big salary. The objection will come on the ground 
that many people believe a president of the United 
States should not engage directly or Indirectly in 
any business whatsoever while be is serving in the 
highest office In the land. 


For lf it is right to have a president engage in 
money-making activities, it would be right for Aln 
Roosevelt to appear on a sponsored radio program 
and accept money for fireside talks. Or it would be 
equally right for him to allow his name to he used 
for a fee on testimonials advertising certain prod­ 
ucts in preference to others. There are many con­ 
cerns which would give plenty of money to be p * r - ^ ^ 
mltted to say in advertisment* what cigarets t h e ^ P 
President smokes or what suspenders he wears or 
what kind of razor he uses. Maybe these are inno­ 
cent and legitimate ways to make money, but a 
large segment of the American people would think 
them improper lf s president really commercialized 
bis office for private gain. 


A IR . R O O SE V E L T 'S willingness to acc®pt money 
xvi from newspaper* when he has denounced them. 
and, by Indirection, has given praise to the radio and 
the movies, is somewhat of a surprise, but incon­ 
sistency bas become a virtue hereabouts, so it ts 
quite possible Mr. Roosevelt thinks It Is all right now 
and that maybe newspapers are not so bad after all. 
JYist why a president of tbe United State# should 
want to make any more money than his salary of 
$75,000 a year, which is supplemented by free auto­ 
mobiles, an allowance for traveling end offi«Jal en- 
tertalnment and free servants, all of which costs 
the taxpayers som eth in g around $200,000, is a bit 
difficult to understand. But it is something hardly 
to be condemned in th is instance because it m ean s 
that the profit motive Is rising in Mr. Roosevelt's 
psychology today, whereas, only a few months ago. 
the Tugwells and the other brain trusters were ta lk ­ 
ing glibly to him about the “service motive” and th e 
need for curbing and restraining, if not eliminating 
altogether, the curse of the profit motive. 
Mr. Roosevelt fortunately bas tbe urge to engage 
In money-making. So do millions of other citizens., 
and not a few of them will say it may be perfectly 
all right for a former prenident to do It. but they are 
not so sure it Is good taste for a president or that 
it is the kind of thing a Washington or a Lincoln or 
a Wilson would ever have done. But there again one 
has no right to assume that Mr. Roosevelt w an ts- 
posterity to consider him a Washington or a Lincoln 
or a Wilson, and maybe in this materialistic age doh 
tars are more Important than ideals anyway.

The property, located on 
First and OU sts., is owned by Mrs. 
Lena Woods, two tracts. Louisa J. 
King. 
A rthur 
Kalloway, 
Charles 
.and Hate Williams, Alice M. Bar­ 
b u s , William Byers and L. P atter­ 
son. 
Due to a change in the location 
of the barricado, the city must pur­ 
chase more ground from Mrs. Lena 
Woods. 
The 
additional right-of- 
way includes one lot with a house 
and the re ar part of another lot 
with a garage. 
Order W all Set Back 
Capt. Ralph Lincoln of the Pitts­ 
burgh district engineers reported 
th at W ashington officials ordered 
that the wall be set back from the 
edge of the bank along Little Yel­ 
low creek for about 18 feet. 
This 
brings the wall to within about six 
feet of the house owned by Mrs. 
Woods. 
Mayor Kelley said Mrs. Woods 
declined to sell that part of the lot 
and demanded the city purchase 


the entire property. 
She agreed, 
however, to sell the rear part of 
the third lot on First st. 
These 
two parcels are tho only additional 
right-of-way 
required 
by 
the 
change in plans. 
Captain Lincoln submitted a pro­

the river shore. 
The city has already obtained 
easem ents or deeds from the, Car- 
negie-lllinois Steel Co., the Steven­ 
son Co. and the Freedom Oil Works 
Co. 
Captain Lincoln said about two 
weeks will be required to receive

plans at 
W ashington. 
He expressed hope 
that work would start March 15.

Rev. H.G.C. Hallock Writes Thanking Americans For Aid 


In Providing Annual Christmas Treat For Children 


Rev. H. G. C. Hallock. a cousin of Mrs. W. A. Hobbs of Main blvd. 
and a brother of Mrs. Mary Hallock Marshall, former E ast Liverpool 
high school teacher, is safe in war-torn Shanghai, according to letters 
received by friends here. 
Mr. Hallock, who has been a missionary in China for about 50 


years, visited here about five years 
ago during a furlough. Mrs. Mar­ 
shall, widow of Dr. A. B. Marshall, 
at one tim e pastor of the First 
Presbyterian 
church, 
also 
is 
in 
China where she is conducting an 
independent 
mission 
class. 
Dr. 
Hallock's letter m akes no mention 
of his sister. 
The letter, written Dec. 25, 1937, 
is a m ark of appreciation to those 
in America who contributed toward 
the Christm as party which is held 
annually for mem bers of Rev. Hal­ 
lock s Sunday schools. 
“Our Christmas treats are over 
for this year and I wish to write 
to you about them,” he writes. “I 
am not sure when I ran get this 
letter off for the Japanese a re sur­ 
rounding us and the ships often 
are afraid to come up the river 
to bring aud take the mails. 
“I am a little happy, but not as 
happy as usual, because our Sun­ 
day schools are scarcely a third 
as many a s last year. Our Sunday 
schools in Japanese-controlled dis­ 
tricts all have been burned, as far 
as we know. And at. least 600 of 
our scholars are missing, either 
having been killed by the Jap an ­ 


ese or hiding in terror. So you see 
our trea ts were accompanied by a 
deep note of sadness. It hardly felt 
like ‘peace on earth and good will 
among men.’ 
“ But we did fry to m ake the best 
of it. W e gave each child a cap, 
a handkerchief, a pair of stock­ 
ings, a tooth brush with powder, 
a pencil and sharpener, a pen and 
a cake of ink. a copy book, a blank 
book, some little toys, a Christmas 
card and an almanac.

The Sunlit Road

t~ A R L Y settlers on the Southside 
L L of the Ohio river between Hol­ 
liday's Cove. W . Va., and Beaver. 
Pa., in what is now Hancock and 
Reaver counties, were fearful of 
attacks by unfriendly Indians In 
1792 following the disastrous de­ 
feat of Gen. Arthur St. Clair. 
Much of 
this territory was then 
in the state of Virginia, as W est 
Virginia was not formed until af­ 
ter the Civil war. Settlers in the 
lower part of Hancock county near 
what Is now Hollidays Cove point­ 
ed out that Virginia rangers failed 
to travel that far west, while Penn­ 
sylvania 
frontiersmen 
considered 
Beaver the. end of their destina­ 
tion. 
Accordingly, a meeting was held 
in 
Hollidays Cove Feb. 
7. 1892, 
when plear for protection were 
made to Col. Absalom Baird of 
Washington county, Pa., for pro­ 
tection. 
It was pointed out that 
unless something w-as done to pro­ 
tect settlers in the territory, they 
would be forced to abandon their 
farms and flee to safer places. The 
request to Col. Baird wa* signed 
by Richard Brown. 
W illiam Les­ 
lie, David Bru^e and Jam es Camp­ 
bell, a committee representing the 
settlers. 
Col. Baird answered the request 
by “ fixing a station” at 
Yellow 
Creek Cap! 
Samuel 
Brady being 
in charge. But this did not satisfy 
the settlers, who said a 15-mile 
stretch would have no protection. 
rapt. 
Rrady 
wrote 
Col. 
Baird 
March 20 that while his spies had 
been unable to discover the im­ 
mediate presence of Indians people 
were living in constant fear of at­ 
tack. 
“ If something is not done short­ 
ly in my opinion there will be few 
people, if any. left between Little 
Beaver and Hollidays Cove.” Capt. 
Brady wrote 
Col. Baird: “ I muc'« 
lament the situation of the inhab­ 
itants of this quarter.” 
It. was about this time that John 
D eck-r, a settler, was ambushed 
and scalped by Indians on his way 
to Hollidays Cove. A party of set­ 
tlers was formed 
to punish 
his 
killers but the 
Indians 
escaped 
acress the river to what, is now 
Steubenville and were never ap­ 
prehended. 
Decker was 
the last 
pettier to be slain by the Indians in 
this territory.

To Correct Shape

J N CERTA IN sections of the world 
I whore no foot covering of anv 
sort is used, few, if any, deformi­ 
ties of the feet are experienced. 
But our present mode of living de­ 
mands some protection for the feet. 
We cannot get along with sandals 
or go barefooted, and so must use 
shoes. 
Unfortunately, many shoes are 
designed for style rather than for 
comfort. 
Sometimes they do not 
conform to the shape of the foot. 
Continued 
pressure *hnd constric­ 
tion of the toes leads to inflamma­ 
tion and deformity of the joints of 
the foot. 
Like other joints of the body. the 
foot joints are surrounded by small 
sh cs. T h ese sacs contain a fluid 
known as synovial fluid. 
This is 
a lubricating substance, promoting 
free movement of the joint. The 
sac which surrounds the joint and 
contains the fluid is known as a 
‘‘bursa." 
a f c lf a toe or joint is subject to 
^ p r e s s u r e and irritation, the bursa 
will become inflamed, producing a 
condition called "bursitis.” 
In ad­ 
dition to inflammation of the sac, 


there may be a marked inflam m a-' 
lion of the skin overlying the part. I 
Then there exists what is known as 
a “bunion.” 
Has Other Causes 
"Hallux 
valgus,” 
the 
medical 
name for bunion,* may have other 
causes than the wearing of improp­ 
erly-fitted shoes. For example, it 
may be caused by some constitu­ 
tional disorder, such as arthritis, 
gout, 
diabetes 
or 
rheumatism. 
Sometimes the condition may ap­ 
pear without any history of pres­ 
sure or irritation. Such cases are 
believed by some to be hereditary. 
If a bunion is recognized in its 
early stages, cure can be accom ­ 
plished without any difficulty. This 
is accomplished by massage 
and 
the wearing of proper shoes. Foot 
exercises and the use of special 
foot baths are beneficial. 
In 
the 
more 
advanced 
cases, 
where there has been severe dam­ 
age to the skin and joint, the ouly 
cure lies in a simple operation. In 
the hands of a competent person, it 
is perhaps one of the most minor 
of all surgical procedures. 
I venture to say that many per- 
sons are afflicted with this disor­ 
der and resort to the use of bunion 
plasters and other devices. It Is 
true that this form of treatment is 
often beneficial, the appliance re­ 
moving the pressure from the sore 
and Inflamed joint. But the relief 
is temporary, not permanent. 
If your work requires prolonged 
standing or walking, it is essential 
that you give your feet the proper 
care. Avoid the wearing of p oorly, 
fitted and poorly-constructed shoes.
